Will a Love’s Travel Center feel 
the love from the Williamstown 
City Council and citizens the sec¬ 
ond time around? 

Representatives from Love’s 
Truck Stop will appear before the 
council at 6 p.m. on Tuesday, Oct. 
16 at a special meeting. 

Love’s will be asking the coun¬ 
cil to approve a text amendment to 
the city’s zoning ordinance to 
allow the truck stop in a highway 
commercial zone. 

It is the same request they made 


of the city in February and in a 3-2 
decision were denied the text 
amendment. 

Kim Crupper and Stanley 
Woodyard voted in favor of grant¬ 
ing the amendment, while Eddie 
Gabbert, Charles Ed Wilson and 
Bob Perry voted against it. 
Councilman Glenn Caldwell was 
absent from the meeting. 

About 50 residents and busi¬ 
ness owners filled the council 
chambers and an adjoining room 
during the first council meeting on 


the zone change on Feb. 21. 

Members of the Williamstown 
Downtown Merchants Association 
also presented the council with a 


petition against the development. 

Williamstown Mayor Rick 
Skinner said Dr. Floyd Poore, who 
owns the property where the travel 


center will be located, approached 
him in April about the possibility 
of bringing the issue back before 
the city council. 

Skinner said the first time 
developers approached the city 
about the project, he was con¬ 
cerned about what a travel center 
would mean to that area, which 
could potentially become a medi¬ 
cal corridor with more doctors 
offices and even a larger hospital.

Voter 

registration 

deadline 

nears

Grant County residents only have a 
few days left to register to vote in the Nov. 
6 general election. 

The deadline to register is 4 p.m. Oct. 
9 at the Grant County clerk’s office in 
downtown Williamstown. 

Voters who have have recently moved 
also must update their registration infor¬ 
mation by Oct. 9. 

“It’s pretty heavy,” Grant County 
Clerk Leatha Conrad said about the num¬ 
ber of residents registering the past few 
weeks. “In a presidential election year, it’s 
always heavier.” 

In the last 
presidential elec¬ 
tion in 2008, 
there were 15,289 
total registered 
voters in Grant 
County — 59 
percent of those 
turned out to 
vote. 

Of those total 
registered voters, 8,998 were registered as 
Democrats, 4,902 were registered 
Republicans and 1,389 voters were desig¬ 
nated as “other.” 

The latest statistics from August 2012 
show a more than 700 resident increase in 
registered voters from four years ago. 

There has been a decline in registered 
Democrats, but an increase in registered 
Republicans. 

There are currently 15,991 total regis¬ 
tered voters in the county. 

Of those, 8,793 are Democrats, 5,654 
are Republicans and 1,544 are designated 
as “other.” 

Residents who are unsure about their 
registration status or want to obtain a reg¬ 
istration card can go to the Kentucky 
Secretary of State’s website at www.sos. 
ky.gov or go to the Grant County Clerk’s 
Office at 107 North Main St., 
Williamstown.

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Post offices won’t merge; Jonesville fate undecided

The Dry Ridge and Williamstown Post offic¬ 
es will not be combined by the United States 
Postal Service, but the fate of the Jonesville Post 
Office isn’t as clear. 

Jonesville residents will get a chance to voice 
their opinion to the postal service at 6:30 p.m. 
on Oct. 15 at the Jonesville Fire House. 

Due to a drastic decrease in revenue and 
decline in the amount of items sent via the mail, 
the USPS began closing small post offices and 
began discussions on combining those in close 
proximity. 

The Mason Post Office was closed last year. 

The USPS held a meeting with Williamstown 
officials and told them that all of Williamstown’s 
mail carriers would be moved to Dry Ridge, 
with delivery for Williamstown’s mail routes

coming from there. 

Judith Woodworth, Williamstown’s Post 
Master, is saying the USPS reviewed this move 
and decided combining the Williamstown and 
Dry Ridge post offices would not be feasible 
and would not benefit the USPS or customers in 


those cities. 

Woodworth said postal customers will actu¬ 
ally see no difference in service. 

Woodworth began her job as Williamstown’s 
Post Master in July. 

“I have discovered that every employee here 
is dedicated, hard working, professional and 
ready to serve,” she said. 

The one thing that won’t change despite the 
USPS’s decision not to combine the two post 
offices is bulk mailing will still be centralized at 
the Crittenden Post Office. 

Woodworth said the decision to consolidate 
bulk mail at one location was a nationwide 
movement. 

Williamstown Mayor Rick Skinner said it’s 
important for the county seat to have a post 
office.

Stevens was encour¬ 
aged by his friends to call 
me and tell me a story 
about history’s touch 
with Ray, which in turn is 
a touch to Grant County. 

Stevens’ uncle, Ross 
Brown, flew a small 
Cessna airplane around 
the skies of Wapakoneta.

A young Neil Armstrong 
used to ride his bicycle 
near the grassy landing 
field used by Ross 
Brown. 

The high- 
spirited kid 
was excited 
about watch¬ 
ing the air¬ 
plane take 
off and land 
and won¬ 
dered what 
the 
Wapakoneta 
and its sur- 
rounding 
fields looked 
like from 
the pilot’s 
view. 

The kid, Neil 
Armstrong, wasn’t shy 
about asking Uncle 
Brown questions; so 
many that the only way 
to stop the kid from talk¬ 
ing was to put him in the 
plane’s passenger seat 
and go up and up and up. 
The higher the plane went 
the more satisfied was 
the kid but he never 
stopped asking ques¬ 
tions. 


Grant County’s con¬ 
nection is that Stevens’ 
Uncle Brown was the 
person that gave Neil 
Armstrong his first air¬ 
plane ride 
and Stevens 
is a local 
resident. 
The rela¬ 
tionship of 
Uncle 
Brown and 
the future 
moon-walk¬ 
er did not 
end with 
just one 
flight 
together. 
The kid was 
a passenger 
for a long time but not as 
long as you may visual¬ 
ize because the kid had a 
vision to fly solo. 

Neil Armstrong used 
Brown’s Cessna to learn 
and to pass his test for an 
aviator’s license. 
Armstrong flew before 
he ever drove a car. 
Armstrong then became 
an American hero in the 
sky and then in space and 
onto the surface of the 


moon, in part, thanks to 
Uncle Brown. 

Stevens said that after 
his uncle passed away in 
the 1970s, the family 
donated the Cessna to the 
Neil Armstrong museum. 

The Stevens family 
has a unique, though 
maybe obscure, place in 
aviation history. Ray 
Stevens’ father was 
involved with radio oper¬ 
ations for the B-19. 
There was probably two 
ever built with only one 
possibly flying. There 
were other “B” type 
bombers but none made 
the mainline production 
until the B29. 

Stevens, during the 
Vietnam era, did mainte¬ 
nance on the B-52 bomb¬ 
ers that came and went 
daily from the tiny island 
of Guam. His service 
may be told at another 
time.

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DOWN AND DIRTY 

Persimmons ripening 
early this year 

T he apple orchard has been picked clean and 
some have gone to our Courtney Farms 
Fmit CSA subscribers, some are now 
applesauce, some frozen and loads are now dried and 
sitting patiently on the shelf until the dead of winter 
(we are not allowed to eat them until all fresh are 
eaten!) 

Our attention now turns to some other native fruit 
treats as the season winds downs. The persimmons 
have ripened at a faster pace than usual and I suspect 
that it was the early spring warm up combined with 
some chilly nights in the last week or two. Weather is 
such an initiator, for better or worse. We pick 
persimmons about every other day, either from the 
ground, one way to ensure your persimmon is ripe or 
by gently shaking branches to dislodge ripe fruit from 
hard to reach branches. 

Persimmons are the kind of fmit that you eat on the 
fly. I usually eat my daily allowance as I harvest; the 
rest go in a bowl in the refrigerator. My husband has 
taken to smearing a whole fruit on toast, instant jelly. I 
think this is a great idea. The persimmons we have 
been eating here at the farm are smaller, softer and 
sweeter than the large firm ones we see at the grocery. 
The store bought persimmons are an Asian species, 
ours are mostly all-American and the most productive 
is a cultivated American variety named ‘Evelyn’. 

American persimmons 

Persimmons are one of those great American 
natives found throughout the southeast from 
Connecticut to Kansas. The American persimmon, 
Diospyros virginiana, is hardy in zones four to nine, 
will reach 35 to 65 feet in height and is considered a 
slow grower. They are 
typically seen in old farm 
fields and in fence rows; and 
are most notable once the tree 
has lost all its leaves revealing 
the orange one and a half to its 
branches. 

Most people who collect 
persimmons from native trees 
wait until the first hard frost, 
when the fmit drops to the 
ground. Certainly, this is a 
necessity because trees in their 
native habitat can reach 
upwards of 65 feet. But there 
is also the issue of ripeness. 
Many feel that this is the only 
way to ensure that the 
persimmons you are harvesting are truly ripe. 

Eating a persimmon that is not quite ripe is a most 
startling experience. The bitter flavor, that seems to 
draw every moisture molecule from your mouth, 
elicits the worst puckered-lip-face ever associated with 
taste. I actually know people who are afraid to eat 
persimmons because of this experience. I manage to 
eat a not quite ripe persimmon once every year, but 
only once. 

Rosy persimmons 

Here’s what to look for when harvesting 
persimmons. Usually if they have fallen from the tree 
they are ready to eat. Check every or every other-day 
for harvest. Unripe persimmons hold securely to the 
branch. If they have not fallen or do not come loose 
from the tree easily they are not yet ready to eat. 

Even more of an indication of ripeness has to do 
with the softness of the flesh and the color of the skin. 
Ripe persimmons take on a rosy-orange color and the 
flesh feels like it is nearly too ripe (compared to other 
fruits). Pick them because they are at their peak. 

The American persimmon is the best choice for our 
clime and there are number of good cultivated varieties 
that are ideal for the home orchard. The cultivated 
varieties typically reach about 30 to 50 feet and it has 
been my experience that they ripen sooner than a 
“ripening frost”. ‘Evelyn’, for example, started 
producing ripe fruit. ‘Yates’, ‘Meander’ and ‘John 
Rick’ are also good selections. We have also added 
some Ukrainian persimmons to our collection, which 
is a hybrid between the Oriental and American species. 
This hybrid has the fruit size of the Asian persimmon 
and the hardiness of the American. This year will be 
our first big harvest after about seven years in the 
ground. 

Persimmons like rich, well-drained soil, full sun 
and plenty of room. Seek out young trees for planting 
because they will establish more quickly (and 
successfully). American persimmons need cross¬ 
pollination between a male and female tree; many of 
the Oriental varieties can self-pollinate.

“But I like doing that” 

R ecently one of my girls came to me complaining 
about a pain she was having in her arm. “Daddy” 
she said, “It hurts when I do this” and she twisted 
her arm a certain way and then grimaced with pain. I looked 
at her and with the fatherly wisdom I had acquired over the 
years I simply gave her my remedy by saying, “Well.. .stop 
doing that.” She gave me this peculiar look and she then 
said something that was so profound and to me and possibly 
explained why there is so much that is wrong with us as 
humanity. She said, “But I like doing that”. 

Isn’t that so tme of us? We know that if we do A then B 
will happen but we so much enjoy doing A that we are then 
willing to put up with B for awhile knowing the pain of 
doing A (I know... sounds more like an algebra problem than 
a philosophical one). So instead of changing what we do, we 
gripe about what happens when we do it and blast any one 
who points out the connection. 

I had a man once tell me that his late night weekend 
gatherings with his drinking buddies was hurting him both 
financially, relationally and physically. He said that his wife 

had threatened to leave, his 
kids didn’t respect him, he 
had been warned by his boss 
that one more sick day due to 
a hangover would cost him 
his job and he was behind on 
just about every bill they had 
and it could all be traced back 
to his weekend drinking bing¬ 
es (which had become his 
nightly drinking binges). 
When I mentioned that he 
needed help to quit drinking, 
his response was “But I like to 
drink with the guys. It’s my 
way to relax.” 

So I said, “Even though you know it may cost you your 
job, your wife and your family?” He said, “Well, folks just 
got to learn that you can’t be so judgmental of people.” In 
disbelief I said to him, “It’s not being judgmental to point out 
the consequences of your behavior. That is just being honest 
and real.” His response was so strange but yet so common. 
He said, “Well, this is who I am, I do what I want, and that 
is just the way it is.” I then said, “But you came to me today 
complaining about how your life was turning out. Don’t you 
think that might be a hint that you need to change?” He 
shook his head and we talked some more but before he left 
he said, “If it gets any worse, I’ll give you a call again.” He 
walked out and I haven’t seen him since. 

I think back to what my girl said, “But I like doing that.” 
I shook my head when she said it, and I can’t help but won¬ 
der if God does the same with us.

Coach chat with Craig Chaplin 


What are your expectations of your run¬ 
ners? 

I set three goals for all my first year runners 
and ask them to set some personal goals of 
their own. The first year goals are finish the 
course, beat someone from another team and 
mn the whole course without walking. I expect 
each athlete on the team to show up ready to 
listen, learn, compete and give their best at 
practice and meets. For experienced runners 
we want to improve on personal performances 
from the previous year. That is a personal com¬ 
mitment to themselves and their team that 
must come from within each individual ath¬ 
lete. My job for both groups is to give them the 
opportunity to do that by providing them with 
the proper workouts, encouragement, advise 
on how to improve, and when needed guid¬ 
ance and discipline. For all runners our goals 
are to run farther faster. 

What are your thoughts on how the sea¬ 
son has progressed? It’s been a slow start 
with a lot of distractions. My main focus is on 
the regional and state meets. All of our atten¬ 
tion is set on that. When the athletes set their 
focus on that, the other things take care of 
themselves and improvement comes with it. 
They are coming along well now and training 
harder. The beginning of the season is for get¬ 
ting in shape and setting goals. The end of the 
season is set on attaining them. 

Changes you’d make for next year? I am 
focused on this year. After the season I’d like 
to get started on building a trail through the 
woods connecting the schools, courses, and 
parks so the runners can run off the roads 
whenever they like. 

What is your coaching philosophy? I 

want my runners to understand cross country. 
If done correctly cross country is one of the 
most demanding sports there is. There are no 
timeouts, no substitutions, and if you have a 
bad race it shows with no one else to point a 
finger at. You don’t get to sit out when you’re 
tired. You don’t get a halftime to discuss strat¬ 
egy or make adjustments. You have to be able 
to: sprint at the start, run hard for 18-25 min¬ 
utes with no break, surge hard in the middle to 
break an opponent, run up and down hills, 
through mud, getting pushed around, and

sprint at the end when you’re are totally 
exhausted with nothing left to give. I teach 
them that the person running next to them is 
just as tired as they are. 

If not they would be ahead or behind them. 
I teach them to run until the other person quits. 
The winner will be the last one to give up. I tell 
them skin is waterproof so we run in the rain. 
When it’s too cold for other people it’s just 
right for us. It’s three point one miles most of 
it in pain. Not something most normal people 
do for fun. If you go out too fast you have to 
five with it and suffer the consequences. If you 
go out too slow you’re trapped and have to 
weave your way through slower runners to 
catch up while the leaders are getting away. 
You have to get it right the first time. With that 
said, when in good shape, runners often have 
some of their best races after their bad ones. I 
want them to learn from their mistakes, to see 
their opportunities and be ready to take advan¬ 
tage of them. 

Who are the team’s strongest competi¬ 
tors? The top seven varsity girls are Haley 
Leach, Summer Dearing, Elizabeth Robinson, 
Whitley Calhoun, Adriana Robinson, Alexis 
Dearing and Amber Lunsford. Haley is the 
only one with state meet experience. We are 
hoping to change that. We already have four 
fairly good up front, however, cross country is 
scored by your top five runners. We have been 
hurting in that department so far but that may 
have just changed. Adriana had a breakthrough 
race on Saturday and if she continues to 
improve is the top candidate to save the day. 
We have two experienced runners in Alii Flick 
and Abbi Baxter who are injured at this time, 
providing advice and valuable leadership to 
the younger runners. 

The boys top seven are Jordan Rose, Jared 
Baker, Austin Haubner, Derek Gouge, Kevin 
Howell, Zach Brinker and Justin 



McGough. Jordan, Jared, Austin, and Zach, 
members of last year’s regional championship 
team, ran in the state championship last year. 
Derek and and Kevin have been brought up 
from the middle school team and are filling in 
extremely well. 

Who are the up and coming runners for 
GCHS? 

There are too many to name them all, but 
the top three are Molly Howell, Ben Spratt and 
Bradley Perkins. Ben is undefeated this season 
and has set a course record the last four times 
he has raced. 

Bradley is strong and and often finishes 
second or third in meets. The only reason he 
hasn’t won a meet this year is because Ben has 
been in all of his races so far. Molly dominated 
the race at the Pendleton County Invitational 
winning by over 20 seconds on a 2000 meter 
course. To win by such a large margin on such 
a short course is truly phenomenal. 

There are also two little “mighty mites” on 
the girls and boys primary team that are quite 
impressive. Joel and Mirioh McCain both won 
their races in the Pendleton Invitational. But as 
I said there are too many up and coming run¬ 
ners to mention them all. The boys elementary 
team placed six mnners in the top eleven 
places, finishing first, second, third, sixth, 
eighth and 11th. Their team score was so low 
that if all of the other teams had donned the 
same uniform and competed against us Grant 
would still have won. The team had 20 points. 
Fifteen is the lowest score possible and a per¬ 
fect score. The elementary team is coached by 
Michael Spratt in his first year as an official 
coach. 

The other assistant coach, Jodi O’Nan, was 



unavailable for this interview because he was 
in Akron running a marathon. He has also 
been a coach with Grant for several years. The 
current coaching staff having competed in 
high school, college and road races are still 
active mnners with over 50 years experience 
in cross country, we expect this team to go 
far.

“The news was fantastic to the city,” 
Skinner said. “It’s important we have a 
full-service facility in Williamstown.” 

On July 12,2011, a meeting between 
Jonesville residents and representatives 
was held to discuss closure of the 
Jonesville Post Office. 

At that time it appeared the USPS 
was considering closing the Jonesville 
Post Office completely and placing 
postal retail outlets or kiosks in other 
businesses so the public could continue 
to purchase stamps, etc. 

A letter and survey was sent to 
Jonesville postal customers on Sept. 5, 
2012. The survey asks respondents to 
choose between keeping the Jonesville 
Post Office open two hours per week¬ 
day, close the office and offer roadside 
mail delivery, close the post office but 
locate stamps and other flat rate prod¬ 
ucts at a local business or to close the 


post office and relocate customers to a 
nearby post office. 

Bob Redden, post office review 
coordinator, conducted the first meeting 
between the postal service and Jonesville 
residents last summer. He will also be 
answering questions and reviewing the 
survey results on Oct. 15. 

The Jonesville Post Office is cur¬ 
rently open from 8 a.m. to 2:30 p.m. 
Monday through Thursday; 8 a.m. to 2 
p.m. on Friday and 8 a.m. to noon on 
Saturday. 

Closing the Jonesville Post Office 
would impact 90 post office box hold¬ 
ers. 

For Sarah Webster, a Jonesville 
resident, closing the facility will be a 
hardship. 

“If we don’t have our post office 
open, it’s nine miles to Owenton or 15 
miles to Dry Ridge,” she said. 

Her fear is that reducing the num¬ 
ber of hours at the post office is only

Skinner said he wasn’t in favor of 
approving the text amendment initially 
because he hoped the Ark project, 
which is slated for 800 acres off Ky. 36 
and features a full-scale replica of 
Noah’s Ark, would have broken ground 
by now, but he is concerned about the 
city’s shrinking tax base. 

“It (a travel center) is not what I 
personally want, but maybe it will spur 
development in the area and I’ve 
been watching the tax base decline, 
which means the city needs money 
coming in because our expenses don’t 
go down,” Skinner said. 
Skinner said the city received 
$695,000 in tax revenue in 2008, but 
only $636,000 in 2012. 

While some city residents say they 
want development to come to 
Williamstown, they are not in favor 
of a travel center on Barnes Road. 

“My main concern is because it’ll 
prohibit quality business develop¬ 
ment, i.e. restaurants and motels,” 
said Vicki Agee, a life-long Grant 


County resident and former resident 
of Barnes Road. 

“The Ark in one place and a truck 
stop in another doesn’t make sense,” 
she said. 

Skinner also said that due to a 
sluggish economy consumers are 
curbing their utility usage, which 
also results in less revenue for the 
city. 

“I’m looking out for the city,” 
Skinner said. “I still believe the Ark 
project is coming, but this project is 
in front of us now and it’s important 
to get some revenue coming into the 
city.” 

Skinner said the concept plan, 
which council will see on Oct. 16, is 
the same as before. The travel center 
will include two restaurants, a conve¬ 
nience store, gas/diesel pumps and 
parking for 90 trucks overnight. 
Three additional outlying lots would 
be sold to businesses such as motels 
or dine-in restaurants. The proposal 
did include a small amount of green 
space and room for a dog park. 

City Attorney Jeff Shipp told the 


the first step to closing it. 

“There are a lot of people who 
depend on that post office that do not 
have a Jonesville address,” she said. 

A petition asking the USPS to keep 
the post office open full time has been 
placed at the Jonesville Country 
Store. 

“We want anyone who cannot 
come to the Oct. 15 meeting or any¬ 
one who is affected by this to have an 
opportunity to speak out,” Webster 
said.

Arbiedella Richerson owns the 
building that houses the Jonesville 
Post Office. Following the retirement 
of Linda Daughterty in 2009, 
Richerson carried on the duties of the 
post master, but works as the Officer 
In Charge (O.I.C.) 


council at their Monday, Oct. 1 meet¬ 
ing, that the Love’s representatives 
would be bringing the text amend¬ 
ment request to the Oct. 16 meeting. 

“This will be done in a public 
forum in an open meeting,” Shipp 
said. “Council can’t go into executive 
session to consider it or vote on it.” 

Shipp said the developers will 
make their presentation, followed by 
the public being allowed to ask ques¬ 
tions or make comments and then the 
council will vote on whether the text 
amendment change moves forward or 
dies. 

If the council approves the text 
amendment change, the issue has 
several steps before ground can be 
broken on the project. It would then 
move to the planning commission 
before coming back to the city coun¬ 
cil. 

“This is a long, drawn out process 
and there’s a lot of places where it 
could be de-railed,” Skinner said. “It 
might be May 2013 before they’d 
even be able to break ground on the 
project.”

NOTICE 

The Grant County Fiscal Court did adopt Amendment No. 1 
to Grant County Fiscal Court Ordinance No. 03-2012-656 
regulating the Collection of Subscriber Fees/Membership 
Dues for Fire Departments-An Ordinance relating to the 
Addition of Volunteer Fire Department Annual Membership 
Charges/Subscriber Dues to the Property Tax Bills of 
Property Owners in Grant County, Kentucky, on Monday, 
October 01,2012. 

Upon approval and adoption of this Amendment No. 1 to 
Ordinance No. 03-2012-656, these two Sections shall now 
read as follows: 

Section II: B. Grant County Sheriff: Shall have the duty 
of collecting the membership dues/subscriber fees while 
collecting all taxes listed on the property tax bill. In 
accordance with KRS 75.450(8), the Grant County 
Sheriff shall retain a collection fee of 4.25% of the 
Membership Dues/Subscriber Fees collected. Upon 
collection, the Grant County Sheriff has the duty then to 
distribute the collected dues/fees to the five (5) volunteer 
fire departments. The Grant County Sheriff shall distribute 
the funds to the district in which the property is located. 
Section III-C: Requirements Regarding Dues: All dues 
referenced herein, shall not be seen as mandatory. Each 
taxpayer owning real estate, however, will be required to 
pay the dues at the time the tax bill is paid. The Grant 
County Sheriff cannot accept partial payment for taxes, and 
thus this amount must be paid at the time all taxes are paid 
to the Sheriff. The property owner may, however, after 
paying the dues owed on the tax bills, opt out of the 
membership by completing the attached Refund Petition, 
which is incorporated within this Ordinance by reference, as 
Exhibit “A”. The attached Refund Petition must be 
completed within sixty (60) days from the date the tax bill 
is paid for the request to be processed. Upon completion by 
the land owner, the Petition to Request Refund of the fire 
district’s membership dues shall be mailed or delivered to 
the affected Volunteer Fire Department to the attention of 
the chief of the fire department. Each department shall 
refund the monies paid for membership dues to the property 
owner within 60 days after the filing of the Petition with the 
Volunteer Fire Department. 

“Exhibit A” will also change from thirty (30) days to sixty 
(60) days. 

A copy of the adopted Ordinance may be seen in the Office 
of the County Judge/Executive during normal business 
hours.

There’s a new, but familiar face, 
heading up Grant County’s 4-H 
program. 

Lamar Fowler, of Dry Ridge, has 
been selected as the community’s 
newest 4-H extension agent. He 
replaces Joyce Doyle, who resigned 
to take the same position in Carroll 
County. 

Fowler has worked in and around 
4-H since the early ‘90s. 

“I got involved with some of the 
projects when Karen Davidson was 
the agent,” he said. 

Fowler has spent a lifetime hold¬ 
ing a variety of jobs. He retired in 
2010 after 25 years with the United 
States Postal Service. His last 
assignment was post master in 
Carrollton. 

He’s also served as a deputy 
coroner in Grant County for seven 
years and is back fulfilling that role 
under Grant County Coroner Bob 
McDaniel. 

In July 2010, he was hired as an 
extension assistant through the 
University of Kentucky’s 
Cooperative Extension Program and 
that’s when he got back to his first 
love of working one on one with 
children. 

“I never intended to retire and do 
nothing,” he said. “I wanted a 
change in career and I was at a point 
where I could retire. I missed not 
being in Grant County on a daily 


basis and I really missed working 
with kids.” 

Fowler said his focus is “always 
the kids. They are the most impor¬ 
tant thing there is.” He doesn’t plan 
to make many changes to the 40 
4-H clubs that are active in the 
county. 

“I hope to improve upon what 
we have - to keep it going and 


growing,” he said. 

Fowler, the father of four, has 
lived all over including Georgia, 
Florida, Texas and North Carolina. 
His stepfather was a chef and the 
family moved frequently. 

His first job was as a sous chef 
for his stepfather. He peeled vegeta¬ 
bles and earned 75 cents an hour. 

After high school, he joined the 


Army and spent 2 Vi years living in 
Berlin, the longest time he had lived 
anywhere until he settled in Grant 
County. He spent three years on 
active duty and 10 years in the 
reserves. 

A college diploma is prominent¬ 
ly displayed above his desk. 

“I’m real proud of that,” Fowler 
said. “It took me 35 years to get my 


degree, but I have no college debt.” 

He was familiar with the 4-H 
program, having volunteered to take 
his own children to camp and this 
past year his grandchildren. 

Fowler began his first day as the 
4-H agent on Sept. 18. 

He estimates the 4-H program 
reaches more than 2,400 children 
between school clubs, enrichment 
program and project clubs, which 
are held outside of school. 

“We’ve got good programs. We 
just need to make sure it stays good 
and continues to meet the needs of 
the community,” he said. 

This month, the 4-H program is 
hosting a car show on Oct. 20 and a 
Haunted Trail on Oct. 19, Oct. 20, 
Oct. 26 and Oct. 27 at the extension 
office, 105 Baton Rouge Road, 
Williamstown. For more informa¬ 
tion about these fundraisers, call 
859-824-3355. 

Fowler said the program could 
always use more adult volunteers, 
whether it be for leading a project 
club or just helping with special 
projects. 

“We wouldn’t have a program 
with our volunteers,” he said. “I 
can’t thank them and the 4-H coun¬ 
cil enough for their support.” 

All volunteers for the 4-H pro¬ 
gram are screened through UK. 

“We’ve got a lot going on in 4-H 
and it’s not just animal-related for 
kids who live on farms,” he said. 
“It’s just a blast to work with kids 
and see them mature and grow.”
